OLD BUSINESS:

A) Kelly Graham — Iron Belle Trail Update - Clerk Graham informed the trustees that the
applications for the TAP Grand and the DNR Trust Fund Grand had been submitted on behalf of
the township.

B) Sewer Project — Superintendent Sutton confirmed the Sewer Extension project went out for
construction bids and final approval should be underway after one has been chosen.

NEW BUSINESS:

A) Resolution 2021-11 - The State mandate allowing virtual meetings to be in compliance with the
Open Meetings Act expired on March 30, 2021. With the continued restrictions due to Covid it
became apparent that we would need items in place for the health, safety and welfare of the
elected officials, staff and residents in AuSable Township. A Local State of Emergency is being
put into place to allow us to continue with virtual meetings which in turn allows us to comply with
the Open Meetings Act. On March 30, 2021, Supervisor Beliveau declared a Local State of
Emergency and that declaration was filed with the local and state emergency managers. Also in
December, losco County approved a resolution declaring a Local State of Emergency through
2021. It was felt that the redundancy of a Township Local State of Emergency would further
protect us. Barnes made the motion to approve Resolution 2021-11. Second by Janis

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B) Request — Superintendent Sutton received a request from a local Girl Scout group to place bird
bird houses behind the bird viewing station at Shoreline Park and along the walking path at
Children’s Park. This is a community service project that the Girl Scouts are working on. Motion
was made by Barnes to allow the Girl Scouts to place bird houses at Shoreline Park and Finish
Line.
